TEL AVIV. — Prof. Yigael Yadin, 
head of the Democratic Movement 
for Change, said on Friday that if 
Likud leader Menahem Begin came 
out in favour of constituency elec- 
tions he saw no reason for not join- 
ing’ a government coalition with him. 

Yadin was at the week- 
ly luncheon of the Commer- 
cial and Industrial Club. He had been 
asked whether his movement would 
join forces after the elections with 
the Left or the Right. He said he 
would be willing to join either ma- 
jor bloc, if it committed itself to 
electoral reform. 


Israel's basic problems were not 
security and foreign policy, “but the 
problems of the nation in Israel.” 
Tt was because it had failed to 
understand this that the Rabin Gov- 
ernment hed fallen, Yadin said. 


He declared that both Rabin and 
Begin were quite mistaken if they 
thought that Israel's cardinal prob- 
lem. was peace or no peace. The real 
problem was the absence of autho- 
rity and the absence of leadership. 

“Where there is no vision, the 
people cast off restraint,” he quoted 
from Proverbs, ing that the na- 
tion bad lost the ideals that had 
once been its guiding light. He fol- 
lowed this with quotations from 
Judges: “Every man did that which 
was right in his eyes” — the ex- 
planation for that being given in the 
first half of the verse: “In those 
days there was no king in Israel” 

It would be cheap demagoguery, 
however, to blame the present lead- 
ership for everything. The country’s 
electoral system was the least de- 
mocratic of any used in enlightened 
countries, Yadin said.

THE PROMOTION of Shaul Rosolio 
from Deputy Inspector-General to 


. .Inspector-General took place 


several years ahead of schedule, 


when his predecessor, -the late: 


Aharon Sela. died of a heart attack in 
autumn 1972. Otherwise Rosolio 
would only now have been stepping 
into the. top post in the israel 
police. 

When he” “took var, Rosolio 
recalls, he set out to improve the 
force's internal flow of intelligence, 
from those who supply and gather it 
to those who evaluate and use it..He 
also decided to open the force to the 
“lateral entry" of recruits, especial- 
ly university graduates, who would 


not need to work their way up from: 


the ranks. 

He beng to nee the nome 
of people assigned to economic in- 
ventigations, and in fact boosted it 
tenfold during his term of office. He 
tried to make the force more open to 
eriticism from within and without 
And he aimed, as he put it, ‘'to build 
the infrastructure for the force of the 
805." 

Another important step during his 
term was the assignment of Border 
Police to spectal duties in towns, 
something which encountered 
vigorous opposition. 

After the Yom Kippur War, 
Rosolio notes, the force's entire ap- 
proach to internal security had to 

change, and a whole new sphere had 
to be added to the traditional police 
duties. One move in this direction, 
which also met some initial 
resistance, was the creation of a 
general staff branch to deploy multi- 
ple task forces on special missions, 
cutting across the lines of the 

ite police districts. 

*°Rosollo concedes that he had a 
number of objectives which he did 
not fulfil. More might have been 
done to meet the material needs of 
policemen. More should have been 
done to attain a higher degree of 
professionalism in the various 
branches. 

Be does not accept the thesis that 
the police are losing ground in their 
fight against crime. The problem is 
that the police must play the game 
according to rules, while the 
criminals are free to ignore all the 
Tules, 

Ina democratic country, Rosolio 
emphasizes, the police cannot 
abolish crime because this would 
mean the end of. human rights. But, 
in any case, he does not find that 
criminais are becoming more clever 
as the years go by, or that they have 
significantly greater means and 
resources at their disposal. 


THE ISRAELI PUBLIC tends to tell 
the police how to do its job, on the 
basis of very little knowledge of the 
subject. Crime is on the rise in this 
country, as it is all around the world. 

There has been a steady annual rise 
of some seven per cent in the number 
of local crimes, not counting traffic
